— Notime limit. 
— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, oF 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming

(e) Where the Bill or the part thereof submitted to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills is reported favourably by

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 


same is reported to the House, the same fee as would’ 


be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 afready paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

(a) “joint health and safety committee” includes 
a joint health and safety committee estab- 
lished under section 8 of the Act, a committee 
of like nature and the workers or their rep- 
resentatives who participate in an arrange- 
ment, program or system conforming to sub- 
section 8 (2) of the Act; 


(b) “lead” means elemental lead, inorganic com- 
pounds of lead and organic compounds of 
lead; 


(c) “mg” means milligrams;

(d) “m8” means cubic metre.

2. Lead is prescribed as a designated substance. 
QO. Reg, 536/315.s. 23 


3.—(1) This Regulation applies to every employer 
and worker at a work place where lead is present, 
produced, processed, used, handled or stored and at 
which the worker is likely to inhale, ingest or absorb 
lead. 


(2) A person who is an employer to whom this 
Regulation applies and at whose work place construc- 
tion is being carried out shall comply with sections 4 
and 5 of this Regulation with respect to every worker 
who is not an employee of the employer and who, 


(2) works on the construction, notwithstanding 
that the work is performed under a contract 
with another person; or 


(b) is authorized or permitted to be in the work 
place. 


(3) Subject to subsection (2), this Regulation does 
not apply to a constructor or to an employer on a con- 
struction project in respect of those workers who work 
at or on the project. O. Reg. 536/81, s. 3. 


4.—(1) Every employer shall take all necessary 
measures and procedures by means of engineering 
controls, work practices and hygiene practices and 
facilities to ensure that the time-weighted average 
exposure of a worker to airborne lead, except tet- 
raethyl lead, shall not exceed 0.15 mg lead per m? of 
air, and in the case of exposure to tetraethyl lead 0.10 
mg lead per m® of air. 


(2) In complying with subsection (1), the maximum 
concentration of exposure to airborne lead shall not 
exceed 0.30 mg lead per m? of air in the case of tet- 
raethyl lead and 0.45 mg lead per m? of air in the case 
of lead other than tetraethyl lead and the exposure of a 
worker to such maximum concentration, 


(a) shall not exceed fifteen minutes at any one 
time; 
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(b) shall not occur more than four times in a 
work day; and 


(c) shall not occur until at least sixty minutes 
have elapsed from the time of the last previ- 
ous exposure to such concentration. 


(3) Subject to section 5, every employer shall com- 
ply with subsections (1) and (2) without requiring a 
worker to wear and use respiratory equipment. 


(4) The time-weighted average exposure of a 
worker to airborne lead shall be calculated in accord- 
ance with the Schedule and the result of the calculation 
of the exposure may be certified by an inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance with the 
work practices and hygiene practices in accordance 
with the provisions of the lead control program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply with 
subsection (1), it shall be a defence for an employer to 
prove that he has complied with subsection (1) and 
that a breach of subsection (1) occurred solely because 
a worker failed to work in compliance with the work. 
practices and hygiene practices in accordance with the 
provisions of the lead control program and _ the 
employer has taken every precaution reasonable in 
the circumstances to require the worker to do so.

Code for Respiratory Equipment for Lead dated the 
16th day of April, 1981, and issued by the Ministry. 


(3) The employer shall provide training and 
instruction to a worker in the proper care and use 
of respiratory equipment provided by the employer.

(3) In causing the assessment to be made, the 
employer shall consult thereon with the joint health 
and safety committee and the committee may make 
recommendations with respect to the assessment.

NOTE: The previous Standing Orders of the 
Legislative Assembly have been repealed and the 
following put into effect by Order of the House 
passed on Thursday, December 14th, 1978, and on 
Tuesday, May 13th, 1980. 

Attention is drawn to the more important 
changes :— 


— No time limit. 
— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

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Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his lability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold.

3. All milk supplied to a processor shall be sold to 
the processor by the marketing board and bought 
by the processor from the marketing board on the 
terms and conditions prescribed in this Regulation.

4.—(1) No processor shall buy milk from any per- 
son other than the marketing board. 


(2) No person other than the marketing board shall 
sell milk to a processor.

(2) Except as otherwise provided in this Regulation, 
every processor shall receive all milk supplied to him 
by the producers assigned to him by the marketing 
board.

the processor may submit a claim for payment to the 
marketing board for that portion of the shortage that 
exceeds .25 per cent of the volume recorded.

(b) the volume is less than recorded on the milk 
collection report therefor; and 


(c) the shortage exceeds .50 per cent of the vol- 
ume recorded, 


the processor may submit a claim for payment to the 
marketing board for that portion of the shortage that 
exceeds .50 per cent of the volume recorded.

(a) a processor is informed by a transporter that 
milk has been spilled by the transporter; and

SPECIAL EDUCATION IDENTIFICATION

(a) “Appeal Board” means a Special Education 
Appeal Board established by a board under 
section 4; 


(b) “committee” means a Special Education 
Identification, Placement and Review Com-

2.—(1) Where a board has established or estab- 
lishes special education programs or provides special 
education services for its exceptional pupils it shall 
establish in accordance with section 3 one or more 
Special Education Identification, Placement and 
Review Committees and shall determine the jurisdic- 
tion that each such committee shall have. 


(2) A principal, 


(a2) may upon written notification to a parent of a 
pupil; or 


(b) shall at the written request of a parent of a 
pupil, 


refer the pupil to the committee or, having regard to 
the jurisdiction of the committees where more than one 
committee has been established, refer the pupil to the 
committee that the principal considers to be the most 
appropriate in respect of the pupil. 


(3) Where a committee is engaged in identifying a 
pupil as an exceptional pupil or in determining the

(d) the committee shall cause to be sent to a par- 
ent of the pupil and to the principal who has 
made the referral, as soon as possible after 
the making of its determination, a written 
statement of, 


(i) the identification it has made of the 
needs of the pupil, 
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(ii) where, in the opinion of the commit- 
tee the pupil is an exceptional pupil,. 
the recommendation made in respect 
of the placement of the pupil, and 


(iii) the date the committee proposes to 
notify the board of its determination. 


(4) A parent of a pupil may, prior to the date set out 
in a statement under subclause (3) (d) (iii) in respect of 
the pupil, upon written notice to the principal, request 
in writing a meeting with the committee to discuss the 
statement and the committee shall arrange to meet 
with the parent and the principal for such purpose.

NOTE: The previous Standing Orders of the 
Legislative Assembly have been repealed and the 
following put into effect by Order of the House 
passed on Thursday, December 14th, 1978, and on 
Tuesday, May 13th, 1980. 

Attention is drawn to the more important 
changes :— 


— Notime limit. 
— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees 
shall be paid according to the amount of money

(f) The Clerk of the House shall publish weekly 
in The Ontario Gazette the Standing Orders respect- 
ing applications for Private Bills.

67. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Charter or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it.

Report to Clerk 


- (c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk of 
the House. 


Bill and report to Standing Committee 


(d) The Bill and report shall stand referred to the 
appropriate Standing Committee. 


Estate Bills referral 


71. (a) Every Estate Bill or part of a Bill that con- 
tains an Estate Bill provision stands referred to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills after first reading. 


Report of Commissioners 


(b) The Commissioners of Estate Bills, or any two of 
them, shall report their opinion on the Bill or the part 
thereof that has been submitted to them, and whether, 
presuming the allegations contained in the Preamble to 
be proven to the satisfaction of the House, it is reason- 
able for the Bill or the part thereof to pass and what, if 
any, alterations are necessary. 


Report sent to Clerk 


(c) A report of the Commissioners of Estate Bills 
shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the House.

(d) Where the Commissioners of Estate Bills report 

that, in their opinion, it is not reasonable that the Bill or 

. the part thereof submitted to them pass into law, the 
Bill or the part thereof shall not be further considered. 
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Bill and report to Committee 


(e) Where the Bill or the part thereof submitted to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills is reported favourably by 
the Commissioners, the Bill and the report shall stand 
referred to the appropriate Standing Committee and 
where only part of a Bill is submitted to the Commis- 
sioners and the Commissioners report that, in their 
opinion, it is not reasonable that the part pass into law, 
the Bill, except for the part to which the report applies, 
shall stand referred to the appropriate Committee.

(b) A quorum shall consist of three members who 
shall exercise all the jurisdiction and powers of the 
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Committee of Adjustment appointed under The 
Planning Act. 


(c) Where the present Committee of Adjustment has 
held a hearing under The Planning Act but has 
not rendered a decision prior to the Ist day of 
January, 1982, it may render its decision after 
such date. 


2. In addition to the powers given by The Munici- 
pal Act to license, regulate and govern lodging houses 
and the keepers of lodging houses, the Council may 
pass by-laws for, 


(a) prohibiting the keeper of a lodging house from 
accepting as a resident any person who has 
received a certificate of eligibility for extended 
care service as an insured person under The 
Health Insurance Act, and where a resident of a 
lodging house receives such certificate of eligibil- 
ity for extended care service, for establishing 
terms and conditions under which such resident 
may remain in the lodging house; 


(b) prohibiting the keeper of a lodging house from 
accepting as a resident any person who requires 
assistance in caring for his health and for his per- 
sonal needs, including washing, dressing or eat- 
ing, unless the keeper has obtained a licence for 
the class of lodging house established by by-law 
that is designed for the keeping of such person; 


(c) delegating to the Chief of Fire Department of the 
Corporation the power to require and approve the 
installation of a fire-alarm system and emergency 
lighting in any lodging house;

(d) establish a licence fee for each coin-operated 
machine, device, contrivance or game located 
within an amusement arcade. 
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4. To further amend The City of Windsor Act, 1977 
to provide, 


(a) that a decision of the licensing committee to 
revoke or suspend a licence may be appealed to 
this City Council; and 


(b) that the Licence Commissioner, where he believes 
the licensee is not of good character or that the 
carrying on by the licensee of the trade, calling, 
business or occupation will likely result in a 
breach of the law or be in any way adverse to the 
public interest, shall recommend to the Licensing 
Committee that the licence be suspended or 
revoked, and the Licence Commissioner may sus- 
pend such licence for a period of not more than 14 
days pending a hearing by the Licensing Com- 
mittee.

Treasurer’s Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner's assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

3. Section 3 of the said Regulation is revoked and 
the following substituted therefor: 


3.—(1) Up to and including the 31st day of August, 
1982, the school day for pupils shall consist of not less 
than five hours including a recess or interval but not 
including the lunch break and shall begin not earlier 
than 8 a.m. and end not later than 5 p.m. except with 
the approval of the Minister. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), up to and 
including the 31st day of August, 1982, a board may 
reduce the length of the school day for pupils in junior 
kindergarten, kindergarten and special education pro- 
grams. 


(3) On and after the Ist day of September, 1982, the 
instructional program of the school day for pupils of 
compulsory school age shall consist of not less than five 
hours excluding recesses or scheduled intervals 
between classes and shall begin not earlier than 8 a. m. 
and end not later than 5 p.m., except with the approv- 
al of the Minister. 
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(4) Notwithstanding subsection (3), on and after the 
Ist day of September, 1982, a board may reduce the 
length of the instructional program for pupils in special 
education programs. 


(5) On and after the Ist day of September, 1982, a 
board may establish the length of the school day for 
pupils in junior kindergarten or kindergarten. 


(6) The lunch break for pupils and teachers shall be 
not less than forty minutes. 


(7) In the intermediate division and the senior divi- 
sion, a principal may, subject to the approval of the 
board, provide for recesses or intervals for pupils 
between periods. 


(8) Every board shall determine the period of time 
during each school day when its school buildings and 
playgrounds shall be open to its pupils, but in every 
case the buildings and the playgrounds shall be open to 
pupils during the period beginning fifteen minutes 
before classes begin for the day and ending fifteen 
minutes after classes end for the day.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


NOTE: The previous Standing Orders of the 


Legislative Assembly have been repealed and the 
following put into effect by Order of the House 
passed on Thursday, December 14th, 1978, and on 
Tuesday, May 13th, 1980. 

Attention is drawn to the more important 
changes :— 


— Notime limit. 
— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same 1s reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees 
shall be paid according to the amount of money 
involved : — 


On amounts less than $10,000............. 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 dS 


On amounts over $40,000 and up to $75,000 100 
On amounts over $75,000 and up to $125,000 = 125 
On amounts over $125,000 and up to $175,000 150 
On amounts over $175,000 and up to $250,000 200 
On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 250 


and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 over 
$350.000. 


Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bulls 


(f) The Clerk of the House shall publish weekly 
in The Ontar1o Gazette the Standing Orders respect- 
ing applications for Private Bills. 


Required notice of applications 


(g) Notice of an application for a Private Bill 
shall be given before it is referred to a Standing 
Committee by publishing it once a week for at least 
four weeks in each of The Ontario Gazette and one 
newspaper circulated in the municipality most 
affected and the notice shall, 


(1) be signed by or on behalf of the applicant; 


(i1) clearly state the nature and object of the 
application ; 

(ili) when the application refers to any proposed 

work, indicate generally the location of the 

work; and 


Bulls for debenture issues 


— 


(iv) where the application is by a municipal cor- 
poration for authority to issue debentures, set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture 
debt and the amount of the rateable property 
of the municipality according to the last revised 
assessment roll of the corporation and in brief 
and general terms, the object for which the 


new issue of debentures is required. 


Clerk reports to Standing Procedural Affairs 
Committee 


66. (a) The Clerk of the House shall refer to the 
Standing Procedural Affairs Committee any applica- 
tion that, in his opinion, does not comply with the 
Standing Orders. 


Declaration re advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice. 


Letters Patent 


67. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Charter or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


Certificate of Mimster of Revenue re Letters Patent 


68. No Bill relating to the status of a corporation 
shall be considered by any Committee until there 
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has been deposited with the Clerk of the House a 
certificate of the Minister of Revenue showing that 
all taxes payable under The Corporations Tax Act 
in respect of the corporation have been paid. 


Reference to Standing Commuttee after first 
reading. Exceptions 


69. Every Private Bill when read a first time, 
shall, unless it is an Estate Bill, or a Bill providing for 
a consolidation of a floating debt or for the con- 
solidation or renewal of debentures (other than 
local improvement debentures) of a municipal cor- 
poration, stand referred to the appropriate Standing 
Committee, and any Petitions to the House for or 
against the Bill stand referred to any such Com- 
mittee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Mumicipal Board 


70. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stand referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(b) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the matters 
referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, if 
any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk of 
the House. 


Bill and report to Standing Committee 


(d) The Bill and report shall stand referred to the 
appropriate Standing Committee. 


Estate Bills referral 


71, (a) Every Estate Bill or part of a Bill that con- 
tains an Estate Bill provision stands referred to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills after first reading. 


Report of Commissioners 


(b) The Commissioners of Estate Bills, or any two of 
them, shall report their opinion on the Bill or the part 
thereof that has been submitted to them, and whether, 
presuming the allegations contained in the Preamble to 
be proyen to the satisfaction of the House, it is reason- 


able for the Bill or the part thereof to pass and what, if 
any, alterations are necessary. 


Report sent to Clerk 


(c) A report of the Commissioners of Estate Bills 
shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the House. 


Effect of adverse report 


(d) Where the Commissioners of Estate Bills report 
that, in their opinion, it is not reasonable that the Bill or 
the part thereof submitted to them pass into law, the 
Bill or the part thereof shall not be further considered. 
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Bill and report to Committee 


(e) Where the Bill or the part thereof submitted to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills is reported favourably by 
the Commissioners, the Bill and the report shall stand 
referred to the appropriate Standing Committee and 
where only part of a Bill is submitted to the Commis- 
sioners and the Commissioners report that, in their 
opinion, it is not reasonable that the part pass into law, 
the Bill, except for the part to which the report applies, 
shall stand referred to the appropriate Committee. 


Notice re Hearing by Standing Committee 


72. (a) The Clerk of the House shall post on all 
notice boards five days notice of the date on which 
any Private Bill is to be considered by a Com- 
mittee and the notice shall be published in the 
Notice Paper. 


Notice of Next Day Meetings on Private Bills 


(b) The Clerk shall also publish in the Notice 
Paper a notice of any meeting of a Committee to 
consider Private Bills to be held on the following 
day. 


Consent of interested persons 


73. Any person whose interest or property may be 
affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Committee considering the Bill 
to express his consent or objection, or may consent 
in writing, proof of which may be demanded by 
the Committee. 


On Order Paper after report 


74. Private Bills when reported by Standing Com- 
mittees shall be placed on the Order Paper for second 
reading. 


Bills initialled and signed by Chairman 


75. (a) The Chairman of a Committee considering 
a Private Bill shall initial each section of the Bill 
as it is passed and sign the Bill. 


Amendments 


(b) Amendments shall be clearly indicated in 
the signed copy, and the amendments or additions 
shall be initialled by the Chairman. 


Reprinting amended Bills 


76. Private Bills amended by a Committee or the 
Commissioners may be reprinted before further con- 
sideration as the Clerk of the House may direct and 
the applicant shall pay the cost of printing the Biil. 


Referral after second reading 


77. Private Bills, after second reading, shall be 
ordered for third reading, unless specially ordered 
referred to the Committee of the Whole House. 


Notice required to dispense with Standing Orders 


78. Except by unanimous consent of the House 
given in case of urgent and pressing necessity, no 
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motion may be made to dispense with any Standing 
Order relating to Private Bills without due notice 
thereof. 


Private Bill Register 

79. A Private Bill Register shall be kept in the 
office of the Clerk of the House, in which shall be 
entered, by the Clerk appointed for that purpose, the 
name, description, and place of residence of the parties 
applying for the Bill, or of their agent, and all the 
proceedings thereon, such register to be open to 
public inspection daily, during office hours. 


Parliamentary Agents 


80. (a) Every Parliamentary Agent conducting 
proceedings before the House is personally responsi- 
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ble to the House and to the Speaker for the ob- 
servance of the Standing Orders and Practices of 
Parliament, and also for the payment of all fees and 
charges. 


Misconduct of Agent 


(b) Any agent who wilfully acts in violation of 
the Standing Orders and Practices of Parliament, 
or who wilfully misconducts himself in prosecuting 
any proceedings before the House, is liable to an 
absolute or temporary prohibition to practise as a 
Parliamentary Agent, at the pleasure of the Speaker.

1. This approval allows the route proposed by MTC 
in this Type I EA as shown on Figure 2 “Modifi- 
cation to selected Planning Alternative”, to be 
designated and the property associated with the 
project to be purchased but does not permit the 
commencement of construction. 


2. The Ministry of Transportation and Communi- 
cations shall include in the Type IJ EA a noise 
impact analysis for the sensitive areas along the 
proposed route together with a list of noise control 
measures, to be carried out in accordance with the 
April 19, 1979 Freeway Noise Policy of Ontario 
and the Ministry of Environment’s Sound Level 
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Criteria for Non-Residential Areas. The noise 
control measures shall be to the satisfaction of the 
Noise Pollution Control Section of the Ministry of 
the Environment.

and laws regarding the preservation and 
safekeeping of property of the client en- 
trusted to him and, when there are no such 
rules or laws or the member is in doubt, he 
must take the same care of such property as a 
careful and prudent man would take of his 
own property of like description. 


. A member who engages in another business 


or occupation concurrently with the practice 
of his vocation shall not allow such outside 
interest to jeopardize his integrity, indepen- 
dence or competence. 


. A member shall not stipulate, charge or 


accept any fee that is not fully disclosed, or 
the basis for which is not fully disclosed prior 
to the service being rendered, or which is so 
disproportionate to the service provided as to 
be unconscionable. 


. A member shall encourage public respect for 


and try to improve the practice of his voca- 
tion. 


A member shall make his services available 
to the public in an efficient and convenient 
manner which will command respect and 
confidence and by means of which is com- 
patible with integrity, independence and 
effectiveness of his vocation. 


A member shall assist in maintaining the 
integrity of his vocation and should partici- 
pate in its activities. 


A member shall assist in preventing the 
unauthorized practice of his vocation. 


A member’s conduct towards other members 
shall be characterized by courtesy and good 
faith, ©. Reg.'637/81, s: 15. 


16.—(1) For the purposes of the Act, “misconduct” 
means any of the following practices: 
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1. The use of methods of solicitation and
